The 
Waring Company ia one» of 
suficient merit—~we could scarce- 
ly have a. better one—to be 
entirely frea from erobarrassment. 
But conditions to-day’ have 
changed to what they wers a few 
years ago. The costa of 
travelling have risen out <«f 
all proportion to increased re- 
ceipts; sbipping companies give 
no concessions and hotel accom- 
modation is at a price that would 
formerly hare been thought 
preposterous. The presance of one 
or two Russian. companies, who 
take curly Mauch in producing 
whatever they like without worry- 
ing about the purchased rights 
of others, has had a big effect, 
and the net result is tbat the Far 
EFust during the last season has 
-been found a very unprofitable 
field by almosteverm Company that 
hes come up from -ndia or from 
Home. Now, this isa matter which 
affects us all. Wegramble often 
enough ‘atthe fact that we have 
nowhera to go in the evenings, 
et when a good-class Company 
does.come through we give it sup- 
port that does not suffice for it to 
mect the heavy expenses involved. 
in journeying so far. Perhaps 
Hongkong is not so meagre as 
Singapore and other places down 
south bot, unless 
change end costs of travelling 
come down, thete is = stron® 
likelihood of tha Far East wit- 
nessing even fewer shows than it 
docs to-day. If prices of ad- 
mission are raised wa cry aloud 
in protest.

In November 1915, while io 
London, be met a German officer, 
whom he knew as a boy.. This 
officer, who was dining one night 
at the Carlton Hotel with Govern- 
ment ‘bigh officials, shawed 
the plain:iff bis plans, and 
had they not come before tha 
British Government thera would 
have been no England. 

Two days later plaintiff was in 
hospital, and gave the plans to a 
woman, who gave them to 
the police. Tha plaintiff 
was tben arrested. bat the 
charge failed against him as a 
spy, and they then said be had 
stolen 25s. wo-th of jewellery, and 
he was saotenced to eighteen 
months hard labour. . 

He suffered the tortures of the 
damned, and subsequently was 
removed to an asylum after Dr- 
Maurice Craig. “a smooth smil- 
ing creature,” had seen him. The 
plaintiff alleged be was sent there 
doubly bandcuffed ‘and shackled 
after 23 months’ secret confine- 
ment. 

The Solicitor-General intimated 
that acops ofa letter which the 
plaintiff alleged was written by 
Sir Maurice Craig to Dr. Lunn, 
medical officer of - Wallingford 
Asylum. where the plaintiff was 
comfined, was never written by 
Sir Maurice at all. This letter in- 
dicated that the plaintiff was not 
insane, but must be ddtained for 
special reasons. There was every 
indication that the letter was a 
forged document. The Solicitor- 
General contended the doctors 
were justified inthe action they 
took. :

Kanowna From Australia. 


The Eastern and Australian 
Steamship Company's. steamer 
Kanowna artived at Hongkong 
yesterday morning from Mel- 
bourne and Sydney. calls having 
been made at the usual ports en 
route. The vessel sailed from the 
last-named post on June 11 and 
had ao oneventfol passage. She 
bronght 157 passengers to this 
port, of whom 9 were first-cabin; 
14 second and 157 steerage. Car- 
go for local discharge amounted 
to about 100 tons of general lines. 
Passengers booked to Northern 
ports total 16 for Yokohama and 
9 for Kobe. 


An interesting point regarding 
the cargo on board is the fact 
shata much heavier consignment 
is being carried from Australian 
ports to Japan than bas been the 
case for some time. The manifest 
shows thar there are about 1800 
tons going through ‘to Japan, 
whereas, usually the total freight 
for that country taken. up on 
one of the regular liners is be- 
tween 200, and 300 tons. The 
principal commodities in this 
shipment are wool and tallow. 
For quite a period there has been 
little movement of these goods 
to Japan and a steady revival 
of the trade trom now on is 
expected. 


The Kanowna is advertised to 
sail for Yokohama and Kobe 
to-day. 


Wenatchee Reaches Seattle. 


According to cable advice 
received by the Admiral Line the 
Shipping Board steamer Wenat- 
chee arrived at Seattle from the 
Far East on June 30, after a try- 
ing experience on the outward 
Journey and in these waters. Re- 
pairs were affected to the veasel's 
feed-pumps, which were the cause 
of considerable trouble, at Kobe 
and Yokobame and shoe was able 
to sail from the last-mentioned 
port on June 19. The passage to 
Puget Sound was completed in 
ll days. 

Extensive alterations will ‘be 
made to the Wenatchee before she 
ssils for these ports again, it is 
announced. The cabin arrange- 
menta and the ventilating system 
will be considerably changed, 
while the machinery of the ship 
will be thoroughly overbauled.
